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London. Dec. 15.— The Serv­ 
ians, after a fierce battle, have 
reoccupied Belgrade, according 
to a Nish dispatch to the neu­ 
ter Telegram company. 
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The 
Austrians 
occupied 
Belgrade 
Dec. 2, after having besieged it since 
Ju ly 
2D, bombarding from batteries 
near Sent Im and from monitors on 
the Danube. 
A large portion of the 
city was said to have been destroyed 
by the fire of the Austrians. 


W hen war was declared the Servian 
government moved from Belgrade to 
Kraguyevats and later went further 
south to Nish, where it remains. 
One of tim features of the official 
news is the candid admission by the 
Austrian government of the defeat of 
the Austrian army in Servia and ap­ 
pal ently of the abandonment of its 
third attempt to invade the territory 
of its small Slav neighbor. 
W h ile attributing the failure to the 
enem y’s superior force, as all govern­ 
ment 
bulletins explain 
failures, the 
Austrian war office announces plainly 
an 
extended retirement, and 
heavy 
losses. 
“ New decisions and measures con­ 
sequently w ill be taken to repel the 
enemy,' says the Austrian statement. 


Pressing Home Their Victory. 


The Servians claim to be pressing 
home their victory with 
more cap­ 
tures of prisoners and to have driven 
part of the invading arm y across the 
Drina river. 
The Austrians claim that they are 
driving down the northern slopes of 
the ( ’arpathians the Russian invaders, 
who last week were in occupation of 
several towns south of that mountain 
range, 
Boland 
is fast 
becoming 
another 
Belgium in point of suffering, while 
the opposing armies drive each other 
back and forth, occupy and reoccupy 
cities and villages and inflict upon 
the inhabitants bombardments sim ilar 
to those suffered in Belgium and north 
em France. 
More than 500 Polish towns have 
been ruined, according to various ac 
counts from the correspondents. Each 
arm y accuses the other of looting and 
cruelty. 
The flight of the civilians 
from Lodz was one of the most tragic 
episodes of the war, while one corre­ 
spondent pictures the fate of Kallsz as 
a repetition 
of Louvaine, 
with 
the 
slaughter 
of 400 
civilians and 
the 
sacking of the city. 


Blood Kindred Fighting. 


A distressing feature of the fighting 
in Poland lies in the fact that the 
blood kindred are pitted against each 
other. 
There 
are 
several 
hundred 
thousand Poles in the Russian ranks 
and several hundred thousand more in 
the ranks of the Germans and Aus­ 
trians. 
The Germans claim a distinct gain 
in their position in Northern Poland, 
although they are not believed to be 
as near W arsaw as the report last, 
week indicated. 
The French war office reports art!! 
lery engagements in which they had 
the better of the Germans and small 
advances at various points, particular­ 
ly in the neighborhood of Verdun an I 
St. M ihiel, in accordance with General 
.Toffre’s famous scheme of “ nibbling 
at them.” Bulletins deny these claims, 
however. 
The troops in France and Belgium 
are suffering frein a plague of mud 
and damp, which causes them greater 
discomfort than did the cold at tho 
end of November, with its hardships 
of frozen feet and hands, and effect­ 
ually vetoes any movement on a big 
scale.

Washington, Dec. 15.— A statement 
made before the house naval commit 
tee by Representative Hobson. Ala 
bania, that the Cnited States got it 
self in readlnes for war in the Pacific 
in May, 1913, was permitted to go un 
challenged by Josephus Daniels, secre 
tary of the navy, although .Mr. Hobson 
called on 
Mr. Daniels to deny the 
truth of his assertion. 


Mr. Hobson's challenge to the sec­ 
retary of the navy, to deny that the 
government was fearful of trouble in 
the F a r East a year ago, and made 
preparations for war in that quarter, 
was dramatic in the extreme.

Mr. Hobson, who exhibited great an­ 
ger over Captain W interhalter’s rath­ 
er facetious testimony, denied that he 
was “ seeing things.” 
He made the 
statement “ that in May, 1913, and for 
several weeks thereafter our gunners 
at Corregidor Island stayed at their 
guns night and 
day. 
The harbors 
were mined. 
Troops were sent there. 
Everything was prepared for a two-

Secretary Daniels and Captain W in ­

state school tax, am ounting to some­ 
thing over $1,250,000 a year. 
The 
state also requires each taxing dis­ 
trict to levy a local one-mill school 
tax. 


The local one.-mill tax doesn’t dig­ 
nify much now. 
When th e popula­ 
tion was scattered, It made vacant 
lands contribute a little to the scan­ 
ty settlem ents am ong them. T h at was 
about all. 
It never made any dis­ 
trict Weep better schools or h ire bet­ 
ter teachers.

“The fleets of the world would be sunk 
before they could get near enough to 
the Panam a canal to do it any durn 
age.” was the remark of an engineer 
officer of the army who had much to 
do with the construction of the de­ 
fenses ut Panam a. 
Ile was speaking 
to one of the members of congress 
who recently visited Panam a and who 
was anxious to know’ something about 
what had beeu done in the way of con 
strueting fortifications. 
These fortifications are not yet coin 
plete, and the remarks of the officer 
were based upon the plans that have 
been made and w hich are now nearing 
completion. 


A Sixteen Inch Gun. 
At the Pacific end of the Panam a ca­ 
nal are several small islands, and on 
one of them, 800 feet high. Is to lie 
mounted a sixteen inch gun. which 
was once considered useless and lay 
around on the sand dunes of Sandy 
Hook. 
On the other Islands there will 
be fourteen Inch guns, and they will 
make it practically impossible for hos­ 
tile shills to get near the entrances of 
the canal. 
On the eastern end an artificial har­ 
bor has been constructed by the exten­ 
sion of breakwaters far out into the 
Caribbean sea. This harbor can be en­ 
tered only through a channel 2.000 
feet wide. 
In case of hostilities it will 
be easy to man the entrance to the 
harbor, and. besides, the big guns that 
have 
been 
located 
at 
fortifications 
would absolutely prevent any ships en­ 
tering the harbor.

zone to meet the possibility of any 
such danger and to maintain tile safe 
ty and neutrality of the great w ater­ 
way.
